The Orillia News-Letter tells an in¬ 
teresting story.

EVERLASTING FLOWERS 

Homes that do not have the advan 
tage of flowering bulbs during the 
winter months can be brightened by 
the use of one or more of the varie¬ 
ties of flowers that retain their coloui 
when dried. There are several kind. 1 
of these flowers, and all of them eas¬ 
ily grown in ordinary garden soil. 
Bulletin No. 60 of the Department ol 
Agriculture, at Ottawa, entitled “An 
nual Flowers,’’ names of eight kinds 
of annual plants that are useful foi 
this purpose. Of each of these there 
are a number of varieties yielding 
flowers in many colours. Most of 
these plants are burdened with long 
and difficult names, but as each is de¬ 
scribed in the bulletin, one can read¬ 
ily make wise selections when deter¬ 
mining which to grow. The bulletin 
contains many other classes of plants 
suitable for such purposes as edging 
beds, screens for hedges, climbers 
cut flowers, foliage plants, plants 
that grow in partial shade, and those 
that are drought resistant. It also 
includes a number of uncommon an¬ 
nuals possessing real merit. This 
work is the result of many years of 
experimentation and study with thous¬ 
ands of varieties of annuals grown in 
plots, beds and borders at the Exper¬ 
imental Farm at Ottawa. Copies are 
available at the Publictions Branch of 
the Department of Agriculture, Ot¬ 
tawa.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Issued by Publicity Commissioner, 
Department of Agriculture, Ed¬ 
monton, February 2, 1929 

Legislative Session Opens 

Formal opening of the third ses¬ 
sion. of the Sixth Legislature of Al¬ 
berta took place on Thursday after¬ 
noon, January 31st The Speech from 
the Throne read by His Honour Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Egbert, reviewed 
the satisfactory progress in many 
lines of activity made by the province 
during the past year and referred to 
a number of important questions on 
which legislation will be introduced 
at the present session. The personnel 
of the legislature is unchanged from 
that of last year with the exception 
of the addition of Hector Lang, new¬ 
ly elected Liberal member from Med¬ 
icine Hat. 

In view of the numerous important 
pieces of legislation to be considered 
it is announced that evening sittings 
wil be commenced at an earlier date 
than usual in order that the session 
may not be unduly prolonged. This 
has been made possible by the change 
in the end of fiscal year and the fact 
that the budget is now available for 
consideration at an earlier date in the 
session than in previous years. 

Marked Increase in Coal Production 

Coal production in Alberta in 1928 
reached a new high level when 7,250,- 
000 tons were mined throughout the 
province, according to figures recent¬ 
ly announced by the Mines Branch. 
Good success is _attending the cam¬ 
paign to popularize Alberta coal on 
the Ontario market and some 30,000 
tons have already been shipped east 
under the $6.75 freight rate which 
has been in effect since January 15th. 
This coal is being well distributed in 
Ontario and a large number of repeat 
orders have been received from deal¬ 
ers who state that the Alberta pro¬ 
duct is in good demand. An extensive 
advertising campaign is being carried 
on by Alberta coal operators through 
the Trade Commissioner’s office in 
Toronto, and it is expected that this 
market will be still further, extended. 

To Form Coarse Grains Pool 

Announcement is made from the 
head office of the Alberta Wheat Pool 
in Calgary that the directors of this 
organization have definitely decided 
to proceed with the formation of 
a Coarse Grains Pool and that this 
will be in operation in time to han¬ 
dle the 1929 crop. This development 
it is stated, will not necessitate any 
new selling organizations as the 
coarse grains will be handled through 
the central selling agency of the Pool 
it is pointed out that only^nembers 
of the Wheat Pool will be eligible to 
participate in the coarse Grains or¬ 
ganization. While no definite state¬ 
ment is made, it is probable that oats 
and barley will be handled for pool 
members under the new arrange¬ 
ment. 

Savings Certificates Popular 

That Alberta Provincial Savings 
Certificates are recognized as a sound 
investment is indicated by the fact 
that sales during 1928 reached a total j 
of $815,960 over and above all with¬ 
drawals. The net purchases during * 
the year were more than double 
those of 1927. A report for the year 
by the Treasury Department places ! 
the total amount of outstanding sav¬ 
ings certificates at $11,264,946. 

Required to Furnish Returns 

The Minister of Agriculture desires 
to draw the attention of threshermen 
throughout the province tp the condi¬ 
tions under which threshing permits 
are issued by the department. Each 
registered machine owner is sent a 
License for the season, accompanied 
by a blank form on which he is re¬ 
quired to make a return to the de¬ 
partment of agriculture showing the 
number of acres and the number of 
bushels threshed during the season. 
Up to the present time a considerable 
number of threshermen have not com 
plied with this regulation and it is 
pointed out that complete returns of 
this kind provide the only - basis on 
which a definite statement can be is¬ 
sued showing the total and average 
yield of. the various grain produced 
each year in the province. In the ab¬ 
sence of this definite information the 
Department is in the position of hav¬ 
ing to accept estimated figures com¬ 
piled in other ways. For this reason 
it has been found necessary to accept 
the estimated figures for the present 
year’s grain yields compiled and is¬ 
sued by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics. An appeal therefore is made 
to threshermen and farmers through¬ 
out the province to co-operate with 
the Department in making available 
the fullest possible information which 
will be of assistance in this connec¬ 
tion.

j Department, Edmonton, has offered 
one. 'It has been found that Munic¬ 
ipal Hospitals have not carried suffic- V 
ient majority even in district where 
they are urgently required. The main 
reason seems to be the f ar of in¬ 
creased taxation. The Act then 
j might better be revised to make es¬ 
tablishment of hospitals easier and 
simpler. 

Why not three or more municipali¬ 
ties plan a district of their own and 
by yearly grants create a building 
fund that in a short time would at¬ 
tend the erection of a hospital 7 A 
representative board would be em¬ 
powered to fix the rates from t ime to 
time and make the hospital self-sup¬ 
porting or through more moderate 
rates plus small yearly grants carry 
it through One of the strong talk¬ 
ing points of a municipal hospital is 
that it gives service at $1.00 a day.’ 
whereas actual costs are about $3.50 
a patient. This difference however, 
would give rise in all likelihood to. a 
large deficit to be collected some- 
where—probably from taxation. 

Another argument against the dol¬ 
lar a day is that patients prefer liv¬ 
ing at the hospital nearest to their 
homes and might be imposition.

44 lb. cottonseed meal, 100 lbs. man¬ 
golds, 34 lbs. silage, 14 lbs. alfalfa 
hay The meal is made up of bran, 
oat, chop, ground barley, oil cake and 
salt.

MUSIC THEDYNAMO 

While work has always Wen car¬ 
ried on to the rhythm of music, yet it 
is only of late that scientists have 
been studying the force of music in 
industry, medicine and statecraft. 

Rhythm is the secret of the work 
song. Its time corresponding to the 
rhythmic movements of the work, the 
muscles react automatically and fa- 
tique is greatly lessened. Under test 
men show more endurance and 
strength of grip when music is being 
played. In a letter-sorting depart¬ 
ment, phonograph records were turn¬ 
ed on, and the clerks made 13 per 
cent, fewer mistakes with the music 
and accomplished more work. In an 
endurance bicycle race a band played 
at certain periods and it was found 
that with the band average time was 
19.6 miles per hour, without the band 
it was 17.9 miles. 

Not all music is work tonic. Gay 
melodies seem to be the best, but once 
the workers are bored re-action fails. 
Jazz it is found is immensely stimu¬ 
lating for a time. It “jazzes” up the 
whole system. But unless frequently 
changed the jazz records grow weary 
ing. On the other hand, classical 
music, while having little stimulation 
at first, bears constant repetition with 
increasingly satisfactory results. j 

Minor, mournful melodies have a ; 
depressive effect and should never be 
tried on anyone already exhausted. 
Their best useMs to curb hilarity. 

Lullabies are distinctly beneficial. 

Music in hospitals, while a relative¬ 
ly new idea is fast gaining hold by 
reason of its distinct results. Partic¬ 
ularly is this true of mental hospitals 
It serves not only as muscular, but 
emotional release. Numerous instan¬ 
ces are given of the splendid emotion 
al re-action in mental hospital wards 
to such songs as “My Old Kentucky 
Home” or to merry Irish jigs. 

Much has been accomplished in 
prison wards, by a band instructor. 
With a wave of his baton and the first 
thrilling notes, a morose defiant con¬ 
vict population is transformed into a 
human living aggregation. 

In industry and medicine, to men- 
-tion only two department, there are 
- unrealized possibilities as affecting 
human behaviour. A Russian Gener¬ 
al said: “Without music a Russian 
-soldier is dull, cowardly, brutal. Mus 
ic is a sort of divine dynamite.” Or as 
Trader Horn says: “Touch their 
souls with music and they’ll believe 
the words.”—New York Times.

RURAL POWERS GLAD OIL HELD NEWS 


It was predicted on all sides that 
the rural trustee would object to be¬ 
ing shorn of his privileges of hiring 
and firing teachers and would buck 
the Rural School Amendments. 

Apparently, as far as we can learn, 
the rural trustee sees great merit in 
this phase of the amertdments. Evi¬ 
dently then, the supposed authority 1 
entailed in the hiring and firing, is 
no unalloyed pleasure. He is quite 
willing that^he glory and the respon 
sibility be passed to other hands. 
Which proves that his life has its 
darker sides. 

This is easily believed. The trus¬ 
tees are obliged to handle a neigh¬ 
borhood of ratepayers having vastly 
different ideas of educational neces¬ 
sities. Some are for hiring the low¬ 
est priced, placing no value on exper¬ 
ience and attainments. Others want 
the best regardless. From a sheaf 
of applications, the trustees choose 
the one that promises to be most 
generally satisfactory. Sometimes 
the teacher is wise enough and for¬ 
tunate enough to please everyone. 
That way lies peace. But all too of¬ 
ten trustees are called on to act as 
buffer between parents and teachers. 
They are harassed with petty com¬ 
plaints. They must keep school open 
and machinery running. If they make 
unfortunate choice, they bear the 
blame. 

An impersonal, less accessible 
board, carrying with it the divine 
right of hiring and firing, should be 
a boon to everyone. Certainly it 
will give the teacher a new sense of 
strength and independence, which 
should react in the quality of her 
work. It is an unusually brave and 
honorable teacher who is able to met# 
out impartial justice to children of 
trustees and laymen alike. 

Parents who do not hesitate to 
waylay a member of the local board 
with long tirades and complaints, will 
take time to think before presenting 
trivial matters to a far-off board. 
And the badgered local officials will 
have much less mediating and adjudi 
eating to do. -They can rest up a 
bit and keep friends with their neigh 
tors. 


In the south-field, Imperial is drill¬ 
ing what is known as the Highwood- 
Imperial well for the Highwood Com¬ 
pany. This is an interesting opera¬ 
tion. Last year drillers encountered 
considerable grief, through having to 
go through a faulted formation. Re¬ 
cently, however, a diamond rig was 
installed, and this was successful in 
getting a good hole started. Now j 
the drillers find that the pitch of the j 
formation is flattening. This is an ' 
encouraging development and makes 1 
the operation more interesting. 

Sixty-two thousand feet of hole 
was drilled by Imperial rigs in Alber 
ta last year; the big company’s ob¬ 
jective was only 50,000 feet. This ; 
year it is announced that Imperial! 
will drill 60,000 feet of new hole, and j 
in all probability this estimate will 
be similarly exceeded. At the end of : 
the year old mother earth in Alberta 
will boast of many new punctures, a 
considerable portion of which should i 
prove the outlets for new oil produc¬ 
ers. 

Imperial started the year with 17 
strings of tools—cable, rotary and 
diamond—working for subsidiaries 
and other companies. Royalite N^>s. 
13, 14 and 16 were in the limestone.; 
These may soon be classed as com- j 
pleted wells. 

Home No. 1, at a depth of 6,137 ' 
feet, was to be carried down by a 
diamond rig. It should take a great 
deal more footage to tell the story 
here.

At the evening service, speaking on 
Lot’s choice, the speaker declared 
that the Bible was a book of choices. 
It speaks of Mose’s choice, Joshua’s 
choice, Ruth’s choice, and Christ’s 
choice. It realizes that the chosen 
hours of life are the most important 
in it. By setting before us the tre¬ 
mendous consequences which may 
flow from them would say to us, “Be¬ 
hold, I set before you life and death, 
therefore choose life.” 

In the story of Lot we see the 
disastrous results of a wrong choice. 

To us as to Lot there comes great 
decisive points in life in which char¬ 
acter is revealed and our destiny 
largely determined. Such decisive 
points may gather round any of the 
great choices we have to make in life. 

Lot made a choice seemingly of 
much wisdom. But the wisdom of 
man proved to “be foolishness with 
God,” and his end showed that it was 
so, even frorfi a worldly point of view. 

We may not always see that lesson 
written so clearly as it was in his 
life. We do hot often see it here, but 
we shall see it in the hereafter. 

If a man makes God’s favor and 
love the main choice in life he takes 
a path that brings gladness at first 
and glory in the future. But if the 
main choice for him is the world with 
its gifts of wealth and pleasure he 
enters upon a path of which the end 
is seen in the darkness of that night 
of Sodoum when the poor fugitive 
saw in the darkling distance the 
spectral form of the pillar of salt, 
which was now all that represented 
what had once been for him the love 
of his heart and the centre of his 
home.

This is going to create 
some discussion as the general idea 
was that the scheme would be a fifty 
fifty contribution with Federal au¬ 
thorities. Premier Ferguson main¬ 
tains that care of the aged is the con¬ 
cern first of the municipalities in 
which they live. 

Canada’s Indian population is not 
disappearing. Today it numbers 104, 
000 and this does include 6000 Eski¬ 
mos living in Canadian territory 
Since the passing of a special Indian 
enfranchising act ten years ago over 
1,600 Indians have become citizens of 
Canada. Indian wealth and personal 
property is now valued at more than 
$74,000,000 while the trust fund for 
Indians from the sale of Indian lands 
amounts to more than $13,000,000.
